USC 101 rejection has been withdrawn. 

The Applicant argues on page 7 of the response that Elwahab does not disclose abstraction or distinction of content. Respectfully, the 
Examiner disagrees because Elwahab teaches, for example, a device management message sent to a smart refrigerator via an 
abstraction layer (24) (Elwahab at paragraph [0068] and illustrated in figure 1, drawing references 24 and 34). As a message or command 
(i.e. content) is passed through the abstraction layer (24), it is clearly suggested that the message is abstracted so that communications 
with the smart device (i.e. the refrigerator) can be understood [0068]. Furthermore, the Examiner still relies on Elwahab's paragraph 
[0023] for the distinction of such content (i.e. the distinguishing functional blocks in figure 1). 

Furthermore, Applicant argues on page 9 of the response that Elwahab does not teach the grouping of different content object entities 
as claimed. The Examiner disagrees as provied in the Office Action of 5/17/2007. Specifically, a controlling device suggests a source 
content object entity that controls (i.e. directs commands) to smart devices (i.e. destination content object entities). Elwahab teaches a 
guide such as the one found in figure 1 . Specifically, Elwahab teaches icons representing devices in a markup page to control devices to 
teach Applicants claimed guide . 
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
